ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1962 , 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  of  Marple  during  the  year  ended  31sb  December,  1962. 

There  were  310  live-births,  the  largest  number  in  any  year,  and 
the  crude  birth-rate  was  17d  per  thousand  population  compared  with 
I606  in  I96I0  The  corrected  birth-rate  is,  however,  lower  than  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  three  still¬ 
births  compared  with  two  in  I96I,  but  the  still-birth  rate  of  9° 6  per 
thousand  live  and  still  births  is  much  lower  than  the  rate  of  18 .1  for 
England  and  Wales  . 

Although  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  206  in  I96I  to  213  in  1962  the  crude  death-rate  fell  slightly  from 
12 o 2  per  thousand  population  in  1961  to  11 .9  in  1962.  There  were 
five  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  compared  with  four  in 
I96I  and  nine  In  i960.  Deaths  from  coronary  disease  decreased  from 
45  in  I96I  to  36  in  1962,  there  were  30  in  i960.  There  was  a  marked 
increase  in  deaths  from  respiratory  infections;  deaths  from  bronchitis 
increased  from  eight  in  1961  to  16  in  1962,  and  deaths  from  pneumonia 
increased  from  10  in  1961  to  14  in  1962.  There  were  six  infant  deaths, 
the  same  number  as  in  1961 ,  but  the  infantile  mortality  rate  fell  from 
21  .4  per  thousand  live-births  in  I96I  to  19»4  in  1962.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  21<>4 

The  incidence  of  the  common  infectious  illnesses  was  extremely 
low.  The  Table  on  page  6  shows  that  there  has  been  a  gradual,  but 
marked  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  last  ten 
years o  Not  only  have  the  numbers  decreased,  but  the  cases  which 
occur  tend  to  be  mild.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  during  the  year,  and  again  there  were  no 
cases  of  diphtheria 0  There  were  four  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  compared  with  five  in  I96I  and  three  in  I960.  There  were 
two  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  the  first  cases  of  this 
form  of  tuberculosis  reported  since  1955 • 

The  first  Smoke  Control  Order  in  Marple  affecting  656  houses 
became  effective  on  1st  March,  1963*  A  survey  of  the  area  selected  for 
the  second  Smoke  Control  Order  has  been  completed.,  This  area  contains 
654  properties o 

There  has  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  recent  years  in  the 
amount  of  meat  slaughtered  in  Marple*  In  spite  of  this  increase  a 
lOO^o  inspection  has  been  maintained.  The  number  of  carcasses 
inspected  has  increased  from  6,205  in  i960  to  13,767  in  1961  and 
17,704  in  1962. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  Interest  in  work  of  the  Health  Department 
and  for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year.  I  should  also 
like  to  thank  the  Health  Inspectors  for  their'  ready  and  willing  help 
during  the  year  and  I  am  indebted  to  colleagues  in  other  departments 
for  their  continued  co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities .  Examinations  of  Food,  Milk,  Water,  Ice  Cream  and 
specimens  from  patients,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester  (since  5th  July,  1943) o 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  A  24-hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport  on  an  agency  basis. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  four  District  Nurses  in  the  area  who 
undertake  nursing  and  maternity  cases  in  the  home.  There  are  also  two 
health  visitors  working  in  the  area. 

Domestic  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the 
following  cases  in  the  Marple  Urban  District.

School  Clinic o  Held  weekly  at  Marple  Child  Welfare  Centre.  The 
school  dentist  also  attends  at  the  Dental  Centre  at  the  Clinic, 


Diphtheria  Immunisation.  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

A  special  clinic  is  held  at  the  Marple  Centre  on  the  3rd  Wednesday  in 
every  month.  Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  twice  monthly  at  the  end 
of  the  welfare  clinics  at  Marple  Bridge,  Mellor  and  High  Lane.  In 
addition  immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical 
practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all 
primary  schools  in  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  giving  diphtheria 
booster  injections. 

Chiropody  Service.  Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is 
given  on  medical  recommendation  to  persons  aged  65  years  and  over,  persons 
registered  as  physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Treatment 
is  given  by  a  chiropodist  chosen  by  the  patient. 

Club  for  Physically  Handicapped  Persons.  A  social  club  for  physically 
handicapped  persons  meets  every  other  week  at  Hazel  Grove.  Transport 
is  provided  in  the  majority  of  cases  by  members  of  the  W.V.S. 

Welfare  Foods.  Welfare  Foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Council  Offices,  Marple, 
from  Monday  -  Friday  and  at  all  child  welfare  clinics  in  the  district. 
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Services  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board., 


Hospitals.  Marple  Dale  Hospital  and  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  crippled 
children  are  both  situated  in  the  Urban  District.  There  is  no  general 
hospital  in  the  area.  Patients  from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
in  neighbouring  districts.  Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation 
are  also  admitted  to  hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary  infectious 
disease  cases  other  than  smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation 
Hospital.  Facilities  For  smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys 
Smallpox  Hospital*  Lancashire  and  at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital,  Stockport  and  Great  Egerton  Street,  Stockport,  respectively.

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SECTION  C 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply.  Responsibility  for  the  supply  of  water  passed  on  the 
1st  April,  I962,  from  the  Marple  Council  to  the  newly  formed  Stockport 
and  District  Water  Board.  Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  from 
Jackson’s  Edge  Reservoir  and  from  Kinder,  Hayfield  via  Jordanwall 
Reservoir.  Samples  from  both  supplies  were  found  to  be  of  a  high 
bacteriological  standard. 

Supplies  during  the  year  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

A  number  of  properties  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district,  together 
with  isolated  cottages  and  farms  rely  on  private  water  supplies.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE, 


The  built-up  portion  of  the  district  is  provided  with  sewers. 

The  capacity  of  the  sewers  is  generally  adequate.  In  the  more 
scattered  districts  sewage  disposal  is  by  means  of  septic  tanks  or 
the  conservancy  system.  The  number  of  septic  tanks  continues  to 
increase  because  of  modernisation  of  older  property  formerly  without 
water  closets. 

Sewage  from  Mellor,  Ludworth  and  a  small  part  of  Marple  is  dealt 
with  at  the  Council's  Low  Marple  works.  A  scheme  for  modernising 
this  works  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  following  a  public  enquiry  and  ministerial  approval  of  of 
a  tender  for  the  necessary  work  is  awaited.  Sewage  from  Strines  and 
a  part  of  Strines  Road  is  dealt  with  at  the  small  Strines  works. 

Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  District  is  conveyed  to  the  Bongs 
Valley  works  of  the  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  Urban  District  Council.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  AND  SANITARY  PAIL  COLLECTION. 

Refuse  is  collected  by  means  of  one  Dual  Tip  vehicle  with  a 
team  of  4  men  and  two  Karrier  Bantams  with  teams  of  3  men  each 
(including  drivers).  The  men  are  supplied  with  bin  trucks  for  the 
easy  transport  of  dustbins  from  house  to  road,  prior  to  emptying. 
They  are  also  provided  with  protective  clothing,  including  overalls, 
coats  and  gloves.  An  incentive  bonus  schemq  is  in  operation. 

Privy  middens  situated  at  isolated  hamlets  and  farms  are 
emptied  quarterly.  The  access  to  them  is  not  suitable  for  regular 
motor  traffic. 

A  motor  vehicle' fitted  with  an  iron  tank  with  sealed  doors 
and  manned  by  a  driver  and  mate  is  used  for  the  pail  closet 
collection.  The  contents  of  the  tank  are  emptied  at  the  sewage 
works. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  befuse  is  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Dooley  Lane,  a  disused  sewage  works.  One  tiip  man  is 
employed  full  time  and  is  supplied  with  mechanical  equipment  for 
covering  etc. 

Dustbins.  A  scheme  is  operated  for  the  supply  and  maintenance  of 
dustbins  at  an  annual  charge  of  7/6d  or  alternatively  dustbins  may 
be  purchased  from  the  Council.

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SHOPS  AND  OFFICES . 


(a)  Shops  Act, 1950.  The  major  portion  of  this  Act  is 
administered  by  the  County  Council.  The  heating  and  ventilation  of 
shops  and  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  is  generally 
satisfactory  throughout  the  district.  Some  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  year  where  shops  have  been  altered  and  extended. 

(b)  Offices.  No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act, 1936,  relating  to  sanitary  accommodation, 
ventilation  or  overcrowding  of  offices.

Milk  Supply. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations.  I960.  Dealers’  licences 
are  issued  by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  remain  in  force  for 
five  years.  District  councils  are  required  to  maintain  a  register 
of  dealers  and  dairies. 

There  are  25  dealers  and  1  dairy  registered. 

Samples  of  milk  as  sold  to  the  public  are  taken  regularly  by 
a  County  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  to 
be  tested  for  keeping  quality,  and  in  the  case  of  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk  the  efficiency  of  the  treatment  is  also  tested.  In 
addition  biological  tests  are  carried  out  on  T.T.  milk  sold  without 
treatment  to  the  public.  Tuberculous  infection  is  now  extremely  rare, 
but  infection  with  brucella  abortus  had  been  found  to  be  present  in  a 
number  of  samples.  These  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  health 
department  in  consultation  with  the  county  health  department.
